Site Selection Law should be broad 
ened so that economic as well as 
environmental values relating to 
proposed projects would receive 
equal consideration,” Keefe ‘said. 

Currently, the Board of Environ- 
‘mental Protection, in keeping with 
the Site Selection Law, has re- 
fused to. take evidence on the econ- 
omic impact of proposed projecis, 
thus avoiding any semblance of ba- 
lance.
